SOW  IN  JULY-AUGUST 

Seed  should  be  sown  under  glass  in  July 
or  August,  and  the  plants  benched  in 
the  greenhouse  about  October.  Set  the 
plants  twelve  inches  apart  in  the  bench 
and  support  in  the  same  manner  as  car¬ 
nations.  They  may  also  be  grown  in  6in. 
pots  sunk  in  the  bench  if  desired.

from  December  to  May
